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REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


During the year expenditures upon town prop- 
erty have been unusually high but were necessitated 
by permanent improvements that have been made. 
A new heating plant was installed by J. R. Martin 
of Milford, whose price for installation was far be- 
low prices submitted by heating companies of 
Nashua and Manchester. One hundred dollars was 
appropriated as part payment for this work, but due 
to economies in other departments of the town gov- 
ernment it has been possible to make full payment 
for this installation. . 

For many years the front steps of the Town Hall 
have been in a disreputable and unsafe condition. 
These steps have now been placed upon solid ce- 
ment and stone foundations and cannot again be 
tilted out of level by action of frost. 

Highway signs have been erected in an attempt 
to check unnecessary speeding within the village 
limits. 

In order to give your duly elected town constable 
all of the authority necessary to maintain peace and 
order in your community under any circumstances 
that might arise, the Board of Selectmen appointed 
him Chief of Police, with all power and authority 
pertaining to that office. 

Due to the decreased appropriation for lighting, 
it became necessary to discontinue a number of 
street lights. We therefore selected for discontinu- 
ance those lights which we considered to be of least 
service to our citizens. 

Trusting that.these several actions may meet 
with your approval, we respectfully submit this re-

REPORT OF FIREWARDS 


The past year has been remarkable for the few 
calls made upon the Fire Department. There has 
been one chimney fire, one building fire, one auto- 
mobile fire, and no brush or forest fires. The town 
of Mont Vernon can well be proud of its citizens 
for the precautions taken against fire that have been 
exhibited during this period. 

Once more we are called upon to express our 
appreciation and gratitude to the Fire Departments 
of the neighboring towns of Milford and Amherst 
for the valuable aid rendered to us at the time of 
the Bellevue fire. It cannot be doubted that with- 
out this aid many other structures would have been 
destroyed. 


The appropriation of $100 granted us at the last 
Town Meeting for the purpose of establishing 
sources of water supply was increased by very lib- 
eral contributions from the property owners ad- 
jacent to one of the dams constructed, and by a 
slight expenditure from the regular Fire Depart- 
ment appropriation. Thus we were enabled to build 
two dams of stone and dirt construction, in the 
brook running through the eastern part of the town, 
and a cement dam on the brook running between the 
residences of Mr. Morgan and Mr. Carleton. The 
State Forestry Department under the CWA pro- 
gram excavated and dammed a large catchment 
area on this same brook near the residence of Mr. 
Corkum. We feel that this expenditure has been of 
real value to the town and are therefore asking 
your support of Article Six in this year’s warrant, 
calling for the same amount of money to be expend- 
ed for the same purpose.

With the passing of another year, we are glad 
to record some additions and improvements, thus 
giving better service to our patrons, and the continu- 
ance of an unusually large circulation, in proportion 
to our population. 

The Daland Trustees have furnished a new stack 
which has enabled us to assemble the juvenile books 
in one section. Heretofore they had been scattered 
in any place we could find for them. Much time has 
been spent in the rearrangement of all the books. 

We have been very fortunate this year in receiv- 
ing large donations of books, and are gratefully in- 
debted to Mrs. Englehardt Holst for nearly one hun- 
dred, and to Miss Mary Bancroft, Mrs. Amy Abbott, 
Mrs. Wood, Mrs. Erlando, Mrs. P. H. Thayer, Mrs. 
Kate Taylor, Miss Edith Wellington, Mrs. Braun, 
Mrs. George Kittredge, Sarah Wister, Mr. William 
Fish and the Wilton Library for their welcome con- 
tributions. 

Through an accumulation of funds we have been 
able to purchase more new books than usual, and 
have tried to use a just apportionment of this money 
for children’s books as their need is great. The in- 
terest and patronage shown by our young people 
in juvenile books available is very encouraging, and 
should be fostered to the utmost in these formative 
years. | 

We have procured as many of the books on the 
reading list for Seventh and Highth grades and High 
School pupils, furnished by Milford schools, as the 
funds would allow, but the demand far exceeds the 
supply. 

Some changes have been made in the list of mag- 
azines for the reading table, in the interest of econ- 
omy and to try and better meet the desires of our 
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readers. This has released a little more money for 
books from the town appropriation. 

About fifty books were collected and sent to 
Concord for distribution among the C.C.C. boys in 
New Hampshire for their education and diversion 
through the winter months. Old magazines are 
given to any who express a desire for them. 

Mont Vernon and the Library suffered a great 
loss in the death of two of the Daland Trustees in 
less than three months, Cecil K. Bancroft and Harry 
W. Conant. Through the efforts of Miss Mary E. 
Bancroft and Mrs. Amy H. Abbott, a $500 bond has 
been given to the Trustees of the Daland Library, 
the income to be used for the purchase of books, 
in perpetuation of the memory of these Trustees. 

The vacancies on the Board of the Daland Trus- 
tees have been filled by the election of Willard P. 
Woods of Mont Vernon and Robert F. Marden of 
Lowell, Mass. No citizen of this town needs to be 
told of the interest shown in the Library, from the 
time of its inception, by the former, and the willing- 
ness of Mr. Marden to assume the burden and re- 
sponsibilities of Treasurer of the Daland Trustees 
shows clearly his love of Mont Vernon, a direct in- 
heritance from his father, George A. Marden. 

Deacon W. H. Kendall is the only original Da- 
land Trustee living.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Mont Vernon: 


I herewith submit my fifteenth annual report 
which is the sixteenth in the series of such reports. 


Organization of Union No. 40 

The action of the last legislature has made it 
necessary for the State Board of Education to de- 
crease the number of supervisory unions in the state. 
This has resulted in Bedford taking the place of 
Hollis in Union No. 27, and Hollis being attached to 
Union No. 40. The Union now is as follows, with 
percentage of joint expense borne by each district, 
as determined by a joint meeting of all school 
boards concerned, shown in parenthesis: Amherst 
(17%), Brookline (8%), Hollis (14%), Milford 
(56%), Mont Vernon (5%). 


Teachers, Transportation and Enrollment 

No change in policy has been made since last 
year. Miss Helen Draper continues for her third 
year at the village—grades I-VI; Miss Josephine 
MacKinnon comes once a week for music; all pupils 
in grades VII and VIII are carried to Milford where 
tuition is paid. 

Transportation will always be a big item in 
school organization because the school population 
is so scattered and because such a large percentage 
of the children are carried whether they live over 
two miles from school or not. The District went on 
record at the annual meeting in 1928 as wishing this 
service under two miles (the legal limit) and accord- 
ingly it has been furnished every year since. This 
particular year new families have moved into town, 
thus unexpectedly increasing transportation costs 
beyond the amount budgeted for this year. This and 
corresponding added tuition charges will require a 
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deficiency appropriation to finish this current year. 

Enrollment data is shown in the table below. 
From this it can readily be seen that the present 
policy of a central school of six grades at the village 
- with tuition at Milford for junior high pupils is a 
feasible and reasonable arrangement.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
To Harold C. Bales, Superintendent of Schools, 

Mont Vernon, N. H.: 

I herewith submit my second annual report of 
the health work in Mont Vernon schools, it being 
the fourteenth year of this work. 

The annual medical inspection was made Oc- 
tober 11, 1933, by Dr. Oscar Burns, the nurse assist- 
ing. Dr. Burns’ report gives a tabulated account of 
the physical defects. Statistics show a fair decrease 
this year which is encouraging and without doubt a 
great satisfaction to parents. 

Six undernourished children received one-half 
pint of milk free each school day for a period of 
ten weeks beginning March 19338. Nine have re- 
ceived the same service since November 1933, which 
is to continue through the school year. Funds for 
this were obtained through Federal Relief money. 

A dental clinic for cleaning teeth was held at 
the school building January 5, 1934 at which twenty- 
one school children and one pre-school child had 
their teeth cleaned. This was made possible through 
Mrs. Carrie Price of the State Department of Health 
and financed by state funds. I hope it will be a step 
toward a dental clinic which would be of much 
value as there is no local dentist and transportation 
is a problem. 

Eye examinations have been made by the teach- 
ers and two pupils were found to have defective 
vision. 

Nine visits were made to the school during the 
year at which health talks were given and at in- 
tervals health inspections are made. Thus far the 
general health of the pupils has been good and con- 
tagious diseases have been avoided.
